refu gees wou ld not become pu b­ 
lic charges. 
Jeretzsk i said the money also 
wou ld be posted for refu gees 
aboard the liners Fland ers and 
Ord u na shou ld they be permit­ 
ted to land . He said the Flan­ 
d ers and Ord u na were en rou te 
to Cu ba with abou t 18 0 or 190 
refu gees. 
“We are confid ent that while 
the St. Lou is is said to be on its 
way back to Germany ,” he ca­ 
bled Bru , “it is not too late to 
rad io her to retu rn to Hav ana. 
This we beg y ou to d o.” 
The St. Lou is, after cru ising 
sev eral d ay s in search of a ha­ 
v en for her passengers, rad ioed 
Tu esd ay that she was retu rning 
to Germany .

agent of the firms, Nolan said . 
He named the firms and Mrs. 
Donnell’s connections with them 
as: 
American Terminals and Tran­ 
sit company of Hend erson, Ky ., 
secretary -treasu rer and d irector; 
Green Riv er Valley Terminal 
company of Ind ianapolis, presi­ 
d ent, treasu rer and d irector; 
Green Riv er Valley Coal com­ 
pany , an Ind iana corporation, 
v ice-presid ent, treasu rer and d i­ 
rector, and Chicago, Ohio and 
Mississippi Transit company of 
Hend erson, v ice-presid ent, treas­ 
u rer and d irector.

and then formalities got u nd er 
wa y . 
The British m onarch’s su ite 
was introd u ced to the Presid ent 
and Mrs. Roosev elt. 
After the chief ex ecu tiv e had 
met the members of the roy al 
Su ite, high-rank ing officials of 
the American gov ernment were 
introd u ced to the 
k ing and 
q u een.

had 
strolled into the blu e and gold 
presid ential reception room at 
three minu tes after 11 a. m., and 
walk ed u p to the Presid ent and 
Mrs.'Roosev elt waiting besid e a 
lu strou s mahogany table. 
The marine band stru ck u p 
God Sav e The King. The k ing 
in ad miral’s u niform of blu e and 
gold raised his right hand and 
stood in salu te. 
There was a brief pau se and 
then the m artial mu sic of the 
Star Spangled Banner; again 
he k ing raised his right hand in 
solemn salu ae and so stood to the 
play ing of the national anthem. 
As the mu sic stopped , the can­ 
nons across the plaza began the 
21-gu n salu te. 
Here the k ing began smiling 
and lau ghing and jok ing with 
;he Presid ent. On the 14th gu n, 
tiis majesty and the Presid ent 
started for their car—a long 
black tou ring machine with the 
top d own.

Then take a soft piece of 
cheese cloth and wipe off the 
oil. Continu e in this way u nti 
y ou hav e the shade clean on both 
sides. Then hang it u p at the 
window and pu ll it down to the 
window sill u ntil thorou ghly dry 
The linseed oil not only cleans 
shades bu t ex tends the wear o 
them. When cleaned this way 
they look like new. I hav e tried 
this ou t and fou nd it to be 
great su ccess. A q u art of linseed 
oil will clean a great many 
shades.—Woman’s Day .

SPRING FRESHENING 
OF PILLOWS 
Pillows that hav e been in con­ 
stant u se all winter need spring 
freshening. One method withou t 
remov ing the feathers, is to scru b 
the pillow with soap lather. Wipe 
off the lather with a soft cloth 
wru ng ou t in lu kewarm water, 
changing the water two or three 
times. Repeat lather a second 
time if necessary . Then dry the 
pillows on a sheet in a warm 
place, preferably in the 
su n. 
Beat them from time to time 
while they are dry ing. 
A second and more satisfactory 
way is to transfer the feathers to 
a mu slin bag two or three times 
the size of the ticking, by sew­ 
ing the edges of the openings of 
the ticking and the bag together 
and then shaking the feathers 
from one to the other. Wash and 
dry the bag of feathers in the 
same way that a whole pillow 
wou ld be washed and dried. Aft­ 
er washing the ticking separate­ 
ly , apply a v ery stiff starch mix ­ 
tu re to the inside with a sponge 
to close the pores of the material 
and prev ent feathers from work­ 
ing throu gh. When thorou ghly 
dry , refill the ticking in the same 
way it was emptied. 
In electrified homes, v acu u m 
cleaner 
attachm ents 
may be 
u sed on the pillows. The su ction 
will draw the du st ou t throu gh 
the ticking and will flu ff u p the 
feathers. 
Some ty pes of electric sweep­ 
ers are u sed to change feathers 
from one tick to another, and 
this method leav es the feathers 
clean, flu ffy and in fine condi­ 
tion.

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BUSINESS AND TAXES 
Perhaps we shou ld split u p the word “b ank” 
into new definitions. Some “small b u siness” men 
complain at Washington that althou gh the b anks 
are stu ffed with idle money , they cannot get 
loans to start new b u siness. Most of u s think of 
b anks as a place where we can leav e money and 
hav e it retu rned to u s 100 per cent. The two 
ideas are ob v iou sly incompatib le. Records show 
that only ab ou t one ou t of 10 b u sinesses that 
start su cceed. 
Banks hav e nev er had more than a small part 
in making capital loans in the sense of financing 
new b u sinesses or ev en ex tensions to old b u si­ 
nesses where the retu rn is likely to b e slow 
thou gh sou nd. To try to do it today in the 
temper of the gov ernment ex aminers wou ld b e 
far from pleasant in resu lts to the b ank. Capital 
for su ch new u ses was in “the good old day s” 
fu rnished throu gh the stock markets for the 
larger b u sinesses; b y priv ate inv estors and spec­ 
u lators for the smaller concerns. 
The small b u siness man is complaining ab ou t 
nothing different from ev ery b ody else. There is 
a lot of idle money , b u t it won’t go to work. As 
concerns the b ank, the stock market and the pri­ 
v ate inv estor, there is orie ou tstanding reason. 
The present rate of tax ation is so high — 
higher than the “take” of the highest pari­ 
mu tu el horse race — on b u siness itself that the 
rate of retu rn is disproportionately low consid­ 
ering the risk. After the tax is taken ou t of 
the b u siness the inv estor has his own income 
tax to meet on what may b e left. There are other 
ob stacles, b u t these ¿ire nearly enou gh. 


THINGS TO COME 
Allu ding to the tremendou s dev elopments in 
chemistry du ring the last few y ears, a speaker 
at a recent conv ention said: 
“The rate of change is ex traordinary , and those 
processes which are fiv e y ears old are looked 


u pon with su spicion and those ten y ears old can 
almost b e assu med to b e ou t of date.” 
The speaker went on to talk ab ou t au tomob ile 
b odies made entirely of plastics, of b edsteads and 
carv ed chairs b eing stamped ou t in ten seconds’ 
time. And of soilless plant growth: 
“Giv en the proper chemical elements and 
necessary moistu re and air and light, remark­ 
ab le resu lts can b e ob tained u nder controlled 
conditions in what mu st b e considered a factory .” 
Another process which is “u nder su spicion” is 
ou r way s of heating and cooling dwellings and 
other b u ildings. A panel in walls will radiate 
heat to the clothing and ab sorb heat from cloth­ 
ing b y the same method. Ev en ou r clothing, ac­ 
cording to the chemists, may b e ou t of date. 
When we speak of rev olu tion, it is u su ally in 
terms of politics. As a m atter of fact, we are 
b eing su b jected to rev olu tionary processes ev ery 
y ear we liv e, especially b y the chemists — and 
they are prob ab ly only on the threshold of things 
to come. 


DEATH FROM HEAT 
When the su n god shoots his fierce arrows 
down on ou r b aked earth, it is a day of trial for 
the weak and feeb le. Many who seem strong and 
v igorou s su ffer shock. 
When the thermometer gets way u p ab ov e 100 
the United States can hardly consider itself in 
the temperate zone. 
If su ch weather were to 
continu e indefinitely , the American people wou ld 
lose their power of action and accomplishment, 
and sink to a low place in competition with 
cou ntries which are fav orab ly located. 
The old b road b rimmed straw hat u sed to b e 
called a wonderfu l protection in hot weather. 
The farm hand cou ld mow his hay qu ite com­ 
fortab ly u nder its shade. The old-timers u sed 
to pu t the b road leav es of the rhu b arb and the 
b u rdock in their hats, and the thick fib er cooled 
their fiery b rows. Folks on the shady side of 50, 
and those not u sed to high power su nlight shou ld 
go slow on su ch day s. 


The March o f Destiny 


By WILLARD BOLTE 
A Tablo id Histo ry o f Mankind 


THE COMMON MAN IN EARLY 
EUROPE 
We hav e reached the World 
War far ahead of its proper 
place in the march of destiny . 
Bu t that was necessary in order 
for u s to clearly see its relation 
to the earlier stru ggles of Eu ­ 
ropean cou ntries for colonies and 
foreign trade. 
Now we mu st tu rn b ack the 
pages of time to get an idea of 
the cau ses and effects of certain 
ev ents. 
Some time ago we considered 
the general conditions of life in 
central Eu rope when the b ar­ 
b arians finally b roke throu gh 
the Roman b orders and all Gau l 
dissolv ed into an u tter chaos of 
armed b arb arians and master- 
less .slav es and thorou ghly dis­ 
tracted people of all kinds. 
We do not know ex actly when 
slav ery came to an end in this 
land — b u t du ring the y ears that 
passed ou r slav e ancestors grad­ 
u ally dev eloped into ou r self an­ 
cestors— if they stay ed ou t in 
the cou ntry . Or they dev eloped 
into apprentices and artisans 
and tradesmen and sailors and 
soldiers and serv ants — if they 
were fortu nate enou gh to escape 
to one of the cities. 
The condition of the serf v ar­ 
ied with the times and the cou n­ 
try . In many way s he was worse 
off than the slav e ancestors that 
preceded him. For he had to feed 
b oth himself and his owner, 
whereas the owner of the slav e 
had a financial inv estment at 
stake which indu ced him to pro­ 
tect and feed the slav e. 
The serf did all of the farm 
work and b u ilt the roads. The 
land on which he liv ed, and with 
which he was sold, was owned 
b y some nob leman or b ishop or 
king. The great man got the 
land b y taking it away from 
someone else — or it had b een 


giv en to him in the same way 
that William the Conqu eror di­ 
v ided the lands of England b e­ 
tween his followers. The m eth­ 
od was simple. You killed some­ 
one for the king, or tau ght him 
a new game of cards — and then 
he made y ou Du ke of Du lu th and 
gav e y ou all of Minnesota, to­ 
gether with the towns and the 
people liv ing therein. 
The great man paid no tax es. 
Bu t the serf paid rent for the 
land — and he also paid tax es 
to the king. He worked on the 
roads and cu t his lord’s wood — 
withou t pay . He worked three or 
fou r day s ou t of each week on 
the lord’s own farms — withob t 
pay . 
The serf liv ed in a miserab le 
hu t withou t windows. The only 
openings were a door and a hole 
in the thatched roof to let the 
smoke ou t — when there was fu el 
for a fire. The floor was of earth 
and there was little or no fu rni­ 
tu re — u su ally nothing b u t a 
pile of dirty straw in one cor­ 
ner for a b ed. Cooking was done 
ov er an open fire — when there 
was any thing to cook. 
The serf did not liv e nearly as 
well as did the red Indian that 
the Pilgrims fou nd in the new 
world — he did not liv e as well 
as the negroes who were cap­ 
tu red for slav es in the interior 
of Africa. For he was ju st as 
ignorant and far more filthy 
than these so-called sav ages. 
Their homes were more com­ 
fortab le and more sanitary than 
his — and they cou ld eat what­ 
ev er they cou ld raise or catch or 
kill. The miserab le serf of France 
and Germany and England cou ld 
do none of these things. He had 
to giv e u p most of what he rais­ 
ed to someone else. He was not 
permitted to catch the lord’s fish 
or kill the lord’s game — ev en if 
he were starv ing. The serf who

was fou nd with a fish or a rab ­ 
b it was likely to hav e his right 
hand cu t off — as a sample of 
what he might ex pect if he did it 
again. 
No serf cou ld marry withou t 
the permission of his master — 
and neither cou ld his dau ghter. 
Besides the serf there was the 
freeman. Only in the cities was 
the freeman b etter off than the 
serf. The cities gradu ally dev el­ 
oped in wealth and popu lation 
— u ntil they were more or less 
independent of the nob les in the 
cou ntry castles. They b u ilt walls 
and fortified keeps and m ain­ 
tained armed b ands for protec­ 
tion. Ev entu ally many of them 
paid allegiance only to the king. 
Howev er, the law in the city 
was not mu ch more lib eral than 
the law in the castle or the mon­ 
astery . The freeman cou ld b e 
arrested and imprisoned withou t 
cau se. He cou ld b e tortu red and 
ex ecu ted on su spicion. He cou ld 
b e jailed for deb t. He cou ld b e 
hu ng or hav e his head cu t off 
for more than two hu ndred of­ 
fenses— and for many of them 
his property cou ld also b e con­ 
fiscated and his family tu rned 
ou t to starv e. Bu t people did 
not think so mu ch ab ou t those 
things then — for they had nev er 
heard of any other sy stem. 
Little b y little the cities had 
grown rich and powerfu l. Little 
b y little the kings had grown 
more powerfu l than the nqb les. 
Little b y little the nob les had 
fou nd that it was cheaper and 
less trou b le to giv e u p serfs and 
hire lab orers who wou ld really 
work — or to rent their land on 
shares and stop worry ing. Ev en­ 
tu ally most of the nob les gav e u p 
liv ing in their cold, dark, miser­ 
ab le castles and mov ed to the 
king’s cou rt, where they cou ld 
enjoy life and liv e on their in­ 
come. Bu t there were serfs in all 
of the Eu ropean cou ntries at the 
time the Pilgrims sailed for 
America — in 1620 — and there 
were still serfs throu ghou t Eu ­ 
rope one hu ndred and sev enty 
y ears 
later — when 
Napoleon 
freed them in France. Not only 
that, b u t there were serfs — 
white b ond serv ants — in the 
American colonies long after 
they were set free in France. 


To Be Continu ed 


Washington — It may b e that 
at one time there was “some­ 
thing rotten in the state of Den­ 
m ark / b u t at present there is 
a solid effort to conv ince the 
American pu b ile that there is 
something good in the state of 
Denmark, and in Sweden, too. It 
is a dou b le b u dget sy stem which 
permits gov ernments to spend 
money for work-making pu b lic 
improv ements withou t throwing 
thé regu lar b u dget ou t of b al­ 
ance. 
Its present ex ponents on this 
side of the Atlantic are leading 
figu res of the New Deal together 
with a grou p of economists. One 
of them, Dr. Alv in Hansen of 
Harv ard, ou tlined the plan b e­ 
fore the Temporary National Ec­ 
onomic Committee, which Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt asked recently to 
find a way to pu t idle money to 
work. 
The sy stem won’t let the gov ­ 
ernment hav e its cake and eat it 
too. Bu t it dees let the gov ern­ 
ment take credit for b enefits 
gained. 
As a m atter of fact this gov ­ 
ernment already is operating on 
a dou b le b u dget sy stem in a lim­ 
ited degree. The present idea is 
to ex pand the sy stem steadily , 
not ab ru ptly .

This is how the Swedes and 
Danes do it. They b u ild a low- 
cost hou sing project. May b e it 
costs $10,000,000. The rents are 
to pay the operating ex penses 
and perhaps amortize $8,000,000 
of the capital ou tlay . That $8,- 
000,000 deb t then goes in the 
special capital b u dget and as the 
pay ments come in it is retired. 
Bu t the regu lar b u dget ab sorb s 
the interest charges on the $10,- 
000,000 and pay s the $2,000,000 
deb t. 
W hat has happened then? In­ 
stead of the regu lar b u dget b eing 
requ ired to ab sorb the 
whole 
$10,000,000 of ou tlay as well as 
interest and ru nning ex pense, it 
ab sorb s only $2,000,000 of the 
deb t and the interest on the 
$10,000,000. 
Under su ch a b u dget the gov ­ 
ernment might b orrow capital 
to lend to railroads, u tilities and 
small b u siness. The gov ernment 
wou ld pu t su ch money in a sepa­ 
rate b u dget, to b e liqu idated as 
the loans were repaid. The regu ­ 
lar b u dget each y ear wou ld ab ­ 
sorb only the losses. Or the gov ­ 
ernment might b orrow money to 
lend to small indu stry at cu t- 
rate interest, ab sorb ing the dif­ 
ference in the b u dget. 
Sev eral memb ers of the Senate 
threw u p their hands in dismay 
as Dr. Hansen ou tlined the plan. 
Bu t Hansen cou ntered with the 
assertion that already the Unit­ 
ed States was su ccessfu lly oper­ 
ating su ch a plan. 
He cited the Federal Hou sing 
Au thority , among others. It b u ilds 
low cost homes with b onds for

Den v er en thu siasts say he’s

an d he’s 6-foot-2 n ow. 
“Baseball keep s me y ou n g,” 
Dad say s. “I’v e n ev er had an 
ache or p ain . 
Phooey to the 
calen dar.” 
Ou t at 23rd an d Welton , where 
he thin ks he own s the city ’s u l­ 
tra fan cy san dlot, he has av er­ 
aged arou n d 45 Su n day games a 
y ear. His cu rren t feu d is with 
an other old-timer, Pop Daly , bu t 
he has worn ou t fiv e other m an ­ 
agers who formed teams to beat 
his. 
To p lay 45 Su n day s of baseball 
in Den v er — a mile high — it is 
n ecessary 
sometimes 
to 
ru n 
throu gh an in n in g or two when 
the sn owflakes are so thick th at 
p lay ers are ju st dark sp ots in a 
grey backgrou n d. 
“Ev en in th at w eather I n ev er 
get a Charley horse,” say s the 
ru ddy -faced Dad.

abou t these big-leagu e p itchers, 
why they are alway s gettin g sore 
arms. 
“I thin k it is becau se they 
abu se their arms. Now m in e’s 62 


y ears old bu t it n ev er creaks. I 
get ou t there with six sweaters 
on an d my lon g u n derwear — I 
wear th a t kin d the y ear ’rou n d. 
If it’s real hot I take a cou p le of 
sweaters off bu t on ly after I get 
good an d warmed u p . A m an has 
to keep his mu scles hot to be in 
good shap e.

I 
keep tossin g it farther an d far­ 
ther an d raisin g my arm s higher 
an d higher u n til I am u p shou l­ 
der high an d then I make a few 
ov erhan d throws. 
Fin ally I’m 
ready to lay it in the groov e, with 
p len ty of steam .” 
Some of Dad’s frien ds disp u te 
his “steam .” They say he does 
three kin ds of p itchin g — slow, 
slower an d slowest. 
“An y way ,” say s Dad, “If I 
don ’t let them hit, the ou tfield 
doesn ’t get an y ex ercise.” 
Dad an d Pop hav e been at 
their feu d for 21 y ears. For 10 
y ears they hav e kep t box ; scop es 
of each game. On a y e^r ’rou n d 
basis Dad won fiv e t)f the y ears;

Dad has a ritu al to recite when 
a fan hollers from the gran d­ 
stan d: “Take ou t th a t p itcher.”

Niagara Falls, N. Y.—I t’s su i­ 
cide season again a t 
Niagara 
Falls where the roarin g waters 
hav e claimed an estim ated 300 
liv es sin ce 1900. 
An d with a half-dozen deaths 
at the Falls already down as 1939 
su icides, Coron er H arry R. Emes 
say s the toff du rin g the ru sh 
tou rist season may sen d this 
y ear’s m ark high abov e the av er­ 
age. 
Su icide is almost as mu ch of a 
tradition at the falls as the 
American hon ey moon . 
In dian legen d tells of a god 
who liv ed in the riv er an d whose 
v oice was N iagara’s roar. Twice 
each y ear the tribe chose its 
most beau tifu l m aiden an d she 
v olu n tarily wen t ov er the falls in 
a can oe to her death—a sacrifi­ 
cial bride for the god. 
Park officials say the ru shin g 


like to p lay on the ben ch.” he 
say s. 
Years ago Dad began p ay in g 
for the win dows the p lay ers 
broke an d the own er of the lots, 
disgru n tled becau se p lay ers of 
other team s fled ov er fen ces 
when there was a tin kle of 
breakin g glass, gav e him a card 
th a t said: “I own the 23rd an d 
Welton ball grou n ds.

British Will 
Assure Soviet 
Military A id 


London, June 7 (JP) — Prime 
Minister Chamberlain announ­ 
ced that a representativ e of the 
foreig n office would g o to Mos­ 
cow to conduct direct neg otia­ 
tions on the proposed mutual as­ 
sistance pact among Great Brit­ 
ain, France and Sov iet Russia. 
The Prime Minister told Com­ 
mons that in the last ex chang e 
of 
v iews with 
Moscow there 
was a g eneral ag reement as to 
the main objects to be attained, 
but details still remain to be 
worked out. 
He said the British g ov ern­ 
ment was satisfied that the So­ 
v iet g ov ernment was prepared to 
conclude an ag reement on the 
basis of full reciprocity . 
Britian on the other hand, 
Chamberlain said, has made it 
clear tha t she was ready im­ 
mediately and without to join 
the French g ov ernment in g iv ­ 
ing Russia full military support 
in the ev ent of ag g ression inv olv ­ 
ing her in war with a European 
power. 
He added that Britain had 
been able to satisfy the Sov iet 
g ov ernment on the question of 
reciprocity but that there still 
remained difficulties as to cer­ 
tain states which did not wish to 
receiv e g uarantees. 
This was interpreted as a ref­ 
erence to the Baltic states which 
hav e ex pressed opposition to the 
Russian proposal that all coun­ 
tries touching Russia’s western 
frontier must be g uaranteed by 
the proposed triple front. 
“ It is manifestly impossible to 
impose 
g uarantees 
on 
states 
which do not desire it,” Chamb­ 
erlain declared. 
The prime minister g av e no 
immediate indication whom he 
had in mind as to the env oy to 
Moscow. 
The env oy , he said, would be 
instructed to g iv e British Am­ 
bassador Sir William Seeds “ full 
information as to the attitude of 
the British g ov ernment on all 
outstanding points.” 
The purpose in sending a spe­ 
cial representativ e to Moscow was 
understood to be to end the long 
delay s which hav e resulted from 


the 
ex chang e 
of 
diplomatic 
notes. 
Outlining Britain’s v iews on 
the latest Sov iet note the prime 
minister said: 
“ It is not intended that the 
military support which the three 
g ov ernments mig ht reel its se­ 
curity was indirectly mend by the 
action 
of 
another 
European 
power.”

Establishment of a new state 
forest nu rsery at the Jasper-Pu - 
laski state game preserv e to pro­ 
d u ce trees for wind break and re­ 
forestation plantings on sand y 
and mu ck land s, was annou nced 
tod ay by Virgil M. Simmons, 
commissioner of the 
ment of Conserv ation. 
Work is alread y in progress on 
the nu rsery which is to cov er 
abou t twenty -two 
acres and 
hav e an annu al prod u ction after 
1941 of one and a half million 
trees. Chief v arieties of trees to 
be grown in the new nu rsery 
will be conifers and willows 
which are well-su ited for wind ­ 
break plantings. 
Some 
hard 
Wood s will be grown in the 
nu rsery to su pply these species 
for plantings in the northwest­ 
ern part of the state. 
Wind erosion has become a 
menace in the northwestern part 
of the state where the soil is 
generally light and powd er-like. 
Remov al of the timber and in­ 
creased d rainage has left large 
areas u nprotected with the re­ 
su lt that strong wind s sweeping 
ov er the land hav e the appear­ 
ance of fog or smoke. 
With the establishment of this 
nu rsery , the Div ision of Forestry 
will hav e approx imately eight 
acres of land d ev oted to the pro­ 
d u ction of trees for reforesta­ 
tion of both pu blic and priv ate 
land .
